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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
oiticer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
oecurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No pupil may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1943 a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1943. 


No child may enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. To enter 
kingarten in the fall of 1943 a child must be five years 
old on or before October 1, 1948. No child may enter school 
after October 1 except by special permission. 


When a child first enters school in the town a birth 
certificate and vaccination certificate must be presented. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease shall not return to school until he has 
secured a health certificate signed by a physician. This 
certificate will be exchanged through the superintendent of 
schools for a return permit to be given to the teacher.

Given at 7.30 A. M. closes the High School for the day and the 
Elementary Schools for the forenoon. 


Given at 12.30 P. M. closes the Elementary Schools for the 
afternoon. 


The No School Signal will be reserved for unusually stormy 
days when it appears that it will be dangerous for the health 
and safety of a large proportion of the pupils to attend school. 
There will be days when each parent must decide whether it 
is safe for his children to attend school.

Miss Bancroft’s father, Joseph B. Bancroft, in 1899 gave 
the handsome stone building, its elaborate furnishings and 
equipment, as a memorial to her mother, Sylvia T. Bancroft, a 
noble woman whose life had reached and benefited many of the 


townspeople outside the family circle. 


Miss Bancroft, as the first librarian in the new building, 
evidently recognized that this generous gift might become an 
inanimate memorial of wood, stones, and mortar, and that 
to be a living memorial with the high purpose of elevating the 
culture and refinement of the townspeople, it must be inspired 


by a loving heart and wise counsel. 


From the lofty qualities of her life and character, she 
wove into this library only those elements of counsel and wis- 
dom which she felt would endure, and this loving service con- 


tinued even up to her death. 


By this service, she established not only a loving me- 
morial for her mother, but a living memorial for herself 
which will endure and be recognized for many generations. 

Because of Miss Bancroft’s interest in the children, she 
gave to the library the furnishings and equipment and es- 
tablished the children’s library. 
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By her death, the townspeople have suffered an irrepar- 
able and severe loss, and the library its most generous and 
loved benefactor.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The fifty-seventh annual report of The Bancroft Memorial 
Library is herewith submitted, together with a statement of 
the use and growth of the Library in 1942. 


The Main Library was open 308 days, and the average 
daily circulation of books was 93. The combined circulation 
of the Main Library and the South Hopedale Branch repre- 
sents a per capita circulation of 10. Almost 30% of the books 
borrowed were non-fiction, indicating a trend toward increas- 
ed demand for beoks of information. There was a noteworthy 
increase in the use of books in the fields of social science and 
biography. 


The addition of 605 volumes has brought the number of 
books in the collection up to a total of 19,242. Among this 
year’s purchases are some useful reference books: a new 
biographical dictionary, Twentieth Century Authors; Van 
Nostrand’s new one-volume scientific encyclopedia; Larned’s 
twelve-volume History for Ready Reference; and a -recently 
revised edition of Webster's Unabridged Dictionary. <A 
further timely acquisition has been two wall maps for the 
Reference Room. 


Mrs. Day, the Assistant in Charge of the Juvenile De- 
partment, reports a continuation of varied activities. In May 
93 pupils in the Junior High School and in the fourth grade 
at the Park Street School were awarded Reading Certificates 
issued by the State Department of Education. Both adults and 
children were attracted by a special book display in recogni- 
tion of National Book Week in November. During school va- 
cation periods regular story hours have been held. This gives 
opportunity for introducing new books and familiarizing 
newly enrolled borrowers with old favorites. Seven grade- 
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school teachers had collections of library books as. class-room 
deposits. Excellent cooperation on the part of teachers has 
resulted in an extension of the use of such available material 
as books, pamphlets, maps, and pictures. Mrs. Day attended 
meetings in Boston for Children’s Librarians where well- 
known librarians and authors discussed reading and work 
with young people. ) 


Miss Mary Jean Newhall assumed the position of library 
assistant when Miss Frances Howarth entered college. Miss 
Muriel Henry, now a high school senior, is for a second year 
a student assistant. Miss Marion Congdon, a graduate of 
Massachusetts State Teachers’ College at Framingham, was 
the summer assistant. 


The Victory Book Campaign during the spring met with 
generous response in Hopedale. Over 300 books were collect- 
ed for the use of service men and were sent to Boston for dis- 
tribution. 


The pageant which celebrated the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of the establishment of the Hopedale Community was the 
occasion of several interesting and valuable additions to the 
local history collection in the Library. Mrs. Ruth D. Beals 
presented two typed copies of the pageant; Miss Lucy E. Day, 
a spike taken from the Old House; Mrs. Charles A. Forster, a 
copy of the first annual sermon before the Hopedale High 
School delivered by Mr. lL. G. Wilson; Mrs. Sophia Walker 
Piper, a photograph of the Old House; Miss Esma Wells, five 
photographs of Hopedale taken around 1885; and Mr.. James 
Young, a map of Hopedale made in 1916. 


There have been several exhibits in the library. With 
the cooperation of Miss Clarice E. Seagrave, Art Supervisor 
in the Hopedale Schools, defense posters drawn by high school 
students were shown. Under the direction of Mrs. Howard L. 
Smith, Chairman of the Art Committee of the Hopedale Com- 
munity House Women’s Club, there was an exhibit of textiles 
from the Museum of Fine Arts; and also an exhibit of finely 
illustrated art books. 
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In the death of Miss Anna M. Bancroft, who was a life- 
long friend to the Library, the staff of the Library has suffered 
a great loss. Her personal interest was always a source of 
encouragement and inspiration.
